HOW TO SEARCH A HADITH 


Ilm ul Takhreej 


Searching Hadith - hadith numbers in Arabic manuscripts are different from English and Urdu 
ones in many cases 


In order to find a hadith, if you have got a numbers, you can use Sunnah.com or 
abuaminaelias.com 


If you have the PDF copy, you can directly go to the hadith and have a look (Be mindful of the 
numbering system though) 


Be mindful of translations as the errors in translation of hadith are many. It is therefore very 
important to understand Arabic too. 


You can also type a part of the text in Arabic and search on google. You would come across many 
authentication studies as a result. 'Maltaqa Ahl Al-Hadith’ is a very powerful one.

HOW TO GIVE RULINGS 


Based on Quran and Sunnah, otherwise it would be a lie against Allah swt and 
His messenger PBUH, OR it might be a misrepresentation

HOW TO DRIVE RULINGS 


e If the ruling (e.g. fasting is obligatory) is clearly available from Quran and 
hadith, then there is no need for any ljtihad 


* If the answer is not clearly available, the scholars then have to do IJTIHAD 
according to the methodology driven from Quran and Sunnah utilizing the 


tools such as ljma, Qiyas, practice of the early generations, Maslahah, Urf, 
Sad ud Darayah etc. and so on 


* The above tools are dealth by Mujtahids and not the scholars of tafseer or 
hadith 


WHO TO GO FOR FATWA 


* Example of medicine 


* For prescription - we go to the doctor who looks at: 
* Condition of illness 
* Available medicine 
* Any other diseases that we might have 
* Environmental factors 
* Our medical history etc. 


* Some doctors might disagree with the prescription of other doctors 

* Some times, there might be more than one cures for a disease 

* Sometimes, different medicines are required for different societies 

* Sometimes, the doctor will look at the what is more beneficial for the broader society 


* Pharmacists can tell us the available medicine, but they cannot correctly prescribe the medicine

IMPORTANT TERMS 


* Consensus of scholars 


* Qiyas - Analogical reasoning 


Breaking fast because of hardship

If the analogy is used, saliva of all animals that are 
prohibited should be najasah e.g. cat. But they prefer 
maslahah over this rather than giyas to keep 
everyone's life simple

Urf - customs in a particular society (e.g. pointing palm 
towards in some cultures is disrespectful); 


* Urf normally deals with muamalat (e.g names, 
technology etc.) 


* There should be no urf in Aqeedah or Ibadah

QAWAID AL-FIQH 


* A compass to determine the correctness of fatawa 
* Quick way of reaching the fatwa 


* Help in the formation of fatawa but cannot be used independent of what is 
clearly mentioned in the Quran and sunnah 


* They explain the general approach of shariah in association with the 
'Maqasid Ash-Shariah’

Jurists have formulated a number of other principles in addition to these too. 
Examples of additional principles could be ‘Something that brings more harm than 
good, has to be prohibited despite the good it brings) - This also explains why the 

ayat with Naskh are still there in Quran 


The above 5 are accepted by all schools. The schools, however, have got their own 
principles too which help them derive rulings according to the equation of their 
madhab

THE CONCEPT OF BID’A 


* The result of Bida’ in the aakhirah 


GENERAL MATTERS 
(SUCH AS WHAT TO EAT ETC.) 


* Amoon: Allah has created everything for us to benefit from 
* Takhsees: What has been prohibited by Allah swt and his messenger PBUH 


* Also, the Prophet PBUH told us that when Allah swt is silent about something, it is not 
because of forgetfulness but Rahmah, so we should not inquire about them 


* The prophet forbade excessive questioning (like the bani Israel did) 
* So, everything is halal unless specifically prohibited 
* That is why you see fatawa about kangaroos, crows etc. being halal and so on 


* However, the scholars of Istehsan, would add conditions on top of this that they would 
consider closer to taqwa and a better representation of the maqasid. 


MUAMALAT 


* Every beneficial thing is halal unless prohibited by Quran or Sunnah 


* For the new matters, if it is opposed by Qiyas based on the reasons for Quran 
and Sunnah and against the principles of Shariah, then it is prohibited. 


IBADAH 


* Hanbali school 
* Everything that is not proven from Sunnah of the Prophet PBUH and the Sahaba 
* Aligned with the Maqasid Ash-Shariah approach - No excess baggage 
* |f you really wish to be creative, go to Muamalat and solve world problems rather 
than being innovative with Ibadah 


* Other three schools: 
* Everything is halal except that which is prohibited 


* More detail to come 


IBADAH 


* Examples of ‘addition’ to shariah from sunnah: 
* Dua while rising from prayer 
* Sahabi reciting Al-Ikhas before rukoo 


* Examples of where addition was not permitted 
* Companion who wished to always fast 
* Companion who wished to engross in worship so much that he did not want to marry 
* Bilal R.A. offering 2 rakahs after wudhu 
= Ete: 
* These companions did not operate on the rule the whatever is not taught in ibadah is prohibited 


* Result: 
* The scholars than tried to find the reasons of approvals and prohibitions 
* They concluded that everything innovation in ibadah that is against the Quran and Sunnah is prohibited 
* This led to the categorization ‘good bidah’ (as Umar R.A. used this concept regarding taraweeh) and bad bid’ah 
* My personal opinion: it can work at times and fail at times 


SUMMARY 


* Both the groups of scholars do not take the word 'Kullo' (all) in the hadith “all 
bid’ah” is misguidance in its literal form 


* The hanabillah took this to be relevant to Ibadah only and not dealing with 
Muamalat and general matters 


* The other three schools took them to mean that "all of the newly invented 
matters" that are against the Quran and Sunnah 


* These two divisions were there among some companions too

TAQLEED OR NO TAQLEED 
FOUR TYPES OF PEOPLE 


(Based on an explanation by Sheikh Saleh Al-Fawzan) 


* Type 1: Encyclopeadic scholars such as the four Imams and Sufyan Ath-Thawrie, Auzai and 
others who had knowledge of all the sciences of shariah and could directly delve into Quran 
and Sunnah to formulate rulings according to their methodology - Taqleed for person of this 
calibre is prohibited 


* Type 2: They cannot do indepent Ijtihad but can weight up opinions of different scholars to 
weigh what is more closer to the Quran and Sunnah 


* Type 3: The one who cannot do the above two, he can ask the scholars and follow what he is 
confident about that it is backed by the Quran and Sunnah. What he know is against the 
Quran and Sunnah, he should not do that. 


* Type 4: The one who really cannot even judge if there are evidences to support an opinion 
or not. He can follow whatever scholars he is most confident to be the authentic scholar. 


Regarding the taglid of scholars by laymen, Shaykh Muhammad al-Amin al-Shinqiti 


wrote: 


‘As for the permitted [type of] taglid, which none from the Muslims contest, it is a 


layman making taglid of a scholar qualified to issue fatwas about the various 


circumstances and issues one encounters. This type of taqlid was in vogue during the time 


of the Prophet Ssa; no difference existed about its legality.’ (2011 ,, 42531)

Forbidding taqlid to even the lay people not only opposes scholarly consensus, and 


therefore Sunni orthodoxy; but even more tragically, such a view has, historically, only 


I 


been associated with the innovators (ahl al-bid‘ah such as hadith rejecters). Which is why

f some of the Qadarites that the lay people are 


Ibn Qudamah r.a stated: 'It is the view « 
required to investigate the proofs, even in the detailed religious rulings (fur'). But this is
